Sinoe background file data on any Soviet staffers or visitors is apt to be
exseedingly limited and may not acourately reflect the individual's suscepti-
bility to recriuitment, it is believed that a prerequisite to development of
operational leads w:!.].'l. be the initiation of contacts with Sovicts and with
people close to the Soviets in order that avenues of approach to target individuals
may be found, This means, in effect, that unless we have a few trained peoplc oub
eirculating in the areas where gontacts can be mads, we will be ‘orced to rely on
any chance leads which may happen to reach us, and we will thereby drastically
reduce the probability of suocessful recrultment,

5. In addition to selected emigre assets which we hope to utilize in part
for KUTUHE purposes, the development of contacts 17ill be the proper task of
several experienced contract or principal agents, We are currently conducting
a careful revisw of our agenmt roesters withthe aim of finding two to five highly
conpetent individnala who might be considered for a TDY assignment to Brussels
for all or pa.rt of the Fair period.

provided that they are suitably paid? We assume that the chief AWVIRGILITI vwill
be one of the Munich staff, perhaps ALVIRGIL 5. However, if you contemplate
delegation of the major role to one of the Belglan chapter, we should know more
about him ®oon, since clearance will be necessary if he is to be made witting and
meet with the {UBARK case officer who is to be assigned to handle all aspects of
Soviet operations., Prior to the commencement of the Fair it is plammed that this
case officer will make contact with the participating base elements in order to
insure coordination and smooth operating procedures.

9o We have just recently begun to attack the host of problems involved in

planning and coordinating the KUBARK program for the Fair. We have therefore

been able to [ive you only the most general outline of our intentions. lowever,
we would much appreciate your corments and recoumendations soonest on ALVIRGIIel
Fair capabilities. The progressive development of our planning will be largely

dependent upon contimuing exchange of ideas between tne Field and Headquartersj
